ter. There are three entrances 
and exits on the campus, and 
only one of them has a stop- 
light. 

At the primary entrance at 
the intersection of Youree 
Drive and Millicent Way 
there is no green arrow for 
traffic turning left. When that 
light turns green, the oppo- 
site light turns green as well, 
and cars are stranded in the 
middle of Youree Drive try-

ing to turn into each other. 
This keeps the vehicles wait- 
ing even longer on campus. 

As of now, there are fewer 
cars exiting left onto Youree 
Drive than any other direc- 
tion, but with the extension 
of state highway 3132 al- 
most complete, that could be 
changing soon. 

The north exit on East 
Kings Highway is slightly 
less jumbled than the Youree 


Drive exit, but presents prob- 
lems. With no traffic light at 
either East Kings exit, mo- 
torists on the highway never 
stop, forcing students and 
faculty to wait long periods 
of time before finding a 
break in the traffic. 
According to Christian, 
“the city of Shreveport sent 
an engineer out here” to see 
if it was possible to put a 
stoplight on East Kings

Highway, and “he said there 
was no way.” But Christian 
also noted that the engineer 
came “about four-and-a-half 
years ago,” 

Christian also said that 
adding a lane to the Youree 
Drive entrance has been sug- 
gested. “Because of the capi- 
tal outlay, it’s so expensive 
that there’s just no money to 
do it,” he said. “It would cost 
an astronomical figure.”

Regional flood protection 
dooms smaller districts

Sept. 30 will be the first of two election 
days this fall and while the media has fo- 
cused on the main event, a scrappy mayoral 
race with no clear front-runners, voters 
across the state will be asked to vote “yea” or 
“nay” on 13 potential amendments to the 
state constitution. 

Amendments are often under reported and 
thus ill understood. Moreover, they are 
shrouded in so much bureaucratic doubles- 
peak that the uninformed voter has to make a 
decision on little more than gut reaction. 

Probably the most important amendment 
coming up for vote this Saturday will be the 
Regional Flood Protection Authorities 
amendment, 

This amendment seeks to change the cur- 
rent structure of governance over various 
levees and drainage systems in southeast 
Louisiana. Like many of the amendments up 
for vote, it is the product of post-Katrina 
reshuffling. 

A cursory review of the amendment will 
make it seem like a necessary and progres- 
sive change to a backward and conflicted 
system that is currently in place. Proponents 
of the amendment pander to the images of a 
flooded New Orleans. Obviously something 
went wrong. Obviously something needs to 
be fixed. 

But the amendment at hand is quite dubi- 
ous. The perception is that the current sys- 
tem of levee boards is incapable of 
protecting individual districts from surging 
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flood walls and hurricane-force winds. The 
reality is that only one levee board failed in 
its duties; the Orleans Parish Levee Board. 

This amendment punishes other levee 
boards whose levees did not break. It adds 
another layer of government-the Coastal 
Protection and Recreation Authority—to the 
morass of decision makers responsible for 
flood protection. It also reroutes some infra- 
structure into the hands of the executive 
branch. 

Instead of disparate districts with extreme 
local insight, the two larger, regional author- 
ities proposed would consider the needs of 
the larger area-namely Orleans Parish. In 
fact, the regional district that would encom- 
pass the west bank of the Mississippi River 
would require two of seven commissioners 
to be from Orleans Parish. 

Establishment of such a board would keep 
New Orleans in the focus and neglect the 
smaller, less populace areas west of the Mis- 
sissippi River. It would not allow smaller 
communities to make their own decisions 
about drainage. Moreover, it would give 
greater responsibility to those who failed so 
miserably. 

Certainly a better system of cooperation 
needs to be developed before the next Katri- 
na-level event devastates southeast 


Louisiana. But prying the control from the 
hands of capable local districts and giving it 
to a regional authority bent on protecting 
only the Crescent City is not the answer. Let 
Orleans Parish address its own problems. 
Vote against constitutional amendment CA3.

James Franco and Jean 
Reno star in this explosive 
World War I epic based on 
the true story of a group of 
Americans who volunteer for 
the French flying squadron, 
the Lafayette Escadrille, be- 
fore the United States en- 
tered. the war. The young 
men soon became the United 
States’ first fighter pilots and 
dished out high-flying pun- 
ishment to the enemy and be- 
came legends in the process. 

“Flyboys” was an intense 
ride over land and sea, ac- 
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centuated by a story that was 
amazing to see played out on 
the screen. Most war movies 
have a lot of explosions and 
brutality in them, but this 
film was about more than 
just the war. It was about 
how all of the characters 
went through trials and tribu- 
lations and developed and 
grew alongside one another 
and became a squadron. All 
of the characters came from 
diverse backgrounds, includ- 
ing.a businessman’s son who 
fought just to gain his fa- 
ther’s favor and a black man 
who went to Paris and be- 
came a boxer because his 
own countrymen treated him 
badly.
